There was 
I'u ineome tax levied during the Civil War — levied for the purpose 
of lu'lping to pay the expenses of a war of our own and not for the 
purpooe of covering up defective fiscal legislation. When the war 
was over*— our own war, again be it remarked — the Repuhliean par 
ty removed the ineettie tax, and it waa not again impoaed until a 
neuioeratie administration found it necessary as first aid to an in 
jiired Treasury. Whether the income tax will ever disappear from 
our fiscal system remains to be seen. But one thing is sure — if it is 
not ended, it will be mended. It will not be left in its present jug 
handled and aectional form, whereby four-fifths of the income tax i<< 
paid by four States, and those States of the North. In other words, 
some time the income tax will be changed from its present form ai 
a plenty upon thrift and enterprise and will be made a reasonable 
and universal contribution to tbe support of government.
